HOUSTON, Tex.,

Salk anti-polio vaccine had 
popped up in Houston. 

The newspaper said a num- 
ber of physicians reported 
that patients had called them 
to say they had the vaccine 
and wanted to be inoculated. 


Big Welcome Prepared | 
for Scientist and Fam-

NEW YORK, April 16 (AP)— | 
The National Foundation for In- 
ang Paralysis says Salk vac- | 
cine ‘6rders will be filled from | 
“the South up’’—following the | 
same system used in the field | 
trials last year. 

Dr. Hart F. Van Riper, the 
foundation’s medical director, 
said yesterday early closing dates 
for schools and an earlier begin- 
ning of the polio season in that 
part of the nation are the main | 
reasons for such planning. 

Dr. Van Riper said distribu- 
tion of the drug will then pro- 
ceed _northward toward the 
Canadian border. | 

Raymond Barrows, executive 
director of the foundation, said 
there might be some delay in 
shipments of the vaccine since | 
the blanket release order to the 
pharmaceutical houses because 
each shipment must be approved 
by the National Institute of | 
Health. Sufficient supplies for 
the first dose will be in all 
states by the middle of next | 
week, he said. | 

Meanwhile, the nation was 
paying homage to the man who 
conquered the dread disease, 

Welcome Prepared. 

A huge welcome awaits Dr. 
Jonas E. Salk when he returns 
late this afternoon to Pittsburgh, 
where he did his research. 

Dr. Salk, his wife and three 
sons, are scheduled to arrive in 
Pittsburgh by air. Police offi- 
cials made immediate prepara- 
tions to increase protection at 
the airport, where a mammoth 
crowd of wellwishers is expected. 

A committee of citizens’ 
‘groups was formed to welcome 
the quiet, thin-shouldered man 
who offered the American peo- 
ple and the World a weapon to 
fight polio. 

But grateful voices were also 
heard in other parts of 
nation as spontaneously formed 
groups rallied to express their 
thanks to the Pittsburgh Uni- 
versity scientist. 

Dr. Salk, 40 years old, gets no 
royalties for his work. His dis- 
covery is not patented. It is a 
property of the American people 
whose “dimes” made it possible. 

Funds for Salk. 


Ideas to form “funds for Salk” 
mushroomed through the coun- 
try as one town followed 
another. 

In Richmond, Va., M. B. Mc- 
Reynolds, a sales engineer, pro- 
posed a fund of thanks for Dr. 
Salk and immediately sent a 
dollar for each of the three 
members of his family to Dr. 
Salk. His idea was picked up 
by the New York Daily Mirror. 
The newspaper proposed edi- 
torially a three-month campaign 
asking its readers to mail dollar 
contributions to a Salk fund. 

In Mount Vernon, Ill., the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
has mailed an $85 thank you gift 
—a dollar for each of its mem- 
bers. There were many others 
who expressed thanks to the 
scientists in money gifts or tele- 

ams.

Cirguit Judge Noah Weinstein 
of St. Eouis County personally 
arradnged the appearance before 
the county grand jury of the 
chief witness against Deputy 
Sheriff Hugh J. Bresnehan, who 
was indicted on charges of 
bribery and oppression in office 
Thursday, the Post-Dispatch 
was told today. 

Merle L. Silverstein, assistant 
county prosecuting attorney in 
charge Of the jury, said the 
prosecutor’s office had no ad- 
vance knowledge that Mrs. Mary 
Vugrich, a midwife who has said 
she paid a $1500 bribe to Bres- 
nahan, to avoid prosecution on 
an abortion charge; was to be a 
witness. 

Silverstein said the prosecut- 
ing attorney’s office had been 
doing some preliminary work in 
an investigation of the purchase 
of supplies by county offices 
when Judge Weinstein informed 
him that he had a surprise wit- 
ness he wanted the grand jury 
to hear. The jurors were sum- 
moned to a place away from 
the courthouse at Clayton to 
listen to Mrs. Vugrich’s testi- 
mony, he said. 

Not Called Previously. 

Mrs. Vugrich, who has been 
living in Edwardsville, had not 
been a witness before the grand 
jury previously. She had testi- 
fied at trial of Sheriff Arthur 
C. Mosley’s ouster suit last year

Officials pointed out there is 
no assurance that vaccine for 
the 22,000 shots actually will 
come to this a, but the pre- 
sumption is that demand by pri- 
vate agencies will be about the 
same as elsewhere in the coun- 


ry. 

Meanwhile, no information 
had been recéived here as to 
when vaccine would start arriv- 
ing for the free school’ inocula- 
tion program, A_ foundation 
spokesman in NewYork had 
said shipments might start ar- 
riving in St. Louis this weekend. 

Later information, however, 
indicated that preference for 
first shipments would be given 
to Southern areas, where the 
polio season starts earlier and 
where most school vacations be- 
gin earlier. 

Inoculations to Start April 25. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, St. Louis 
health commissioner, who will 
receive vaccine shipments for 
all St. Louis children under the 
free inoculation program, said 
his schedule called for inocula- 
tion of parochial and private 
school children starting April 25. 
Arrangements have been made 
at St. Louis public schools, how- 
ever, to begin inoculation with- 
in a day after arrival of the 
vaccine. 

Dr. Smith said he would turn 
over the public schools’ share of 
the vaccine immediately after 
its arrival. 

At Jefferson City, Dr. James 
R. <Anmios, state director of 
health, emphasized that the 
change in the inoculation pro- 
gram would not increase the 
number of children eligible for 
service without cost. He said 
there was no way of estimating 
how much of the vaccine being 
released to commercial channels 
through elimination of the third 
free inoculation would be dis- 
tributed to Missouri.

The grand jury returned a 
second indictment against Bres- 
nahan, charging him with op- 
pression in office by attempting 
to obtain money from Pascover, 
owner of a liquor store and tav- 
ern at 9944 Diamond drive, Riv- 
erview. The money allegedly 
was solicited to prevent pros- 
ecution of a liquor law violation 
charge against Pascover’s wife. 

Prosecutor Accuses Witness. 

The grand jury took ne -attion 
against Mrs. Vugrich’ for the al- 
Heged illegal operation, but fol- 
lowing return of the indictment 
against Bresnahan a criminal in- 
formation charging her with 
abortion was filed in Circuit 
Court by’ Prosecuting Attorney 
Edward W. Garnholz. 

Garnholz, explaining why he 
filed the information against the 
woman, said: “I cannot condone 
one crime-in order to prosecute 
another. I believe we should 
prosecute ajl crimes.” 

The prosecutor pointed out 
that no action had been taken in 
the abortion case despite the 
fact that. Mrs. Vugrich was 
charged in a magistrate’s war- 
rant and bound over to the grand 
jury for further action shortly 
after her arrest in 1953. 

“When the grand jury refused 
to vote on it (the abortion case) 
I was left with only the one 
alternative,” he said. “What is 
fair for one is fair for all. It 
was the only honest and decent 
thing I could do. | 

“The Vugrich case involved a 
charge that there was a ‘fix’ in 
the prosecution of the woman. 
It was one case I had to act on. 
The ‘fix’ charge does not apply 
to my office.” 

He declared he did not be- 
lieve the charge against Mrs. 
Vugrich would weaken the case 
against Bresnahan. 


Judge Weinstein refused to 


comment.

RAYBURN DINNER

WASHINGTON, April 16 (UP) 
—The roast beef for the Demo- 
crats’ big dinner here tonight 
will start cooking in Philadel- 
phia and finish up in Washing- 
ton. 

The Democratic National Com- 
mittee said it hired a Philadel- 
phia caterer for the testimonial 
dinner for Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn because there was none in 
the Capital capable of handling 
the job. 

“The last time,” the commit- 
tee spokesman said, “four or 
five hotels here handled the 
job. The next day one of the 
biggest hotels in town couldn't 
serve lunch because the dishes 
hadn’t been washed yet.” 

The Philadelphia firm will 
transport all of the food for the 
3000 guests—except the _ ice 
cream dessert—in trucks. Char- 
tered busses will bring the 275 
cooks, waiters and dishwashers. 

The cooks will start working 
on the dinner at.5 a.m., in Phil- 
adelphia. They will brigg along 
bottled gas to finish cooking the 
prime roast ribs of beef and 
heat up the Philadelphia snap- 
per soup. 

The caterer even will bring 
along silver, dishes, table cloths, 
napkins and water glasses, as 
well as olives, hearts of lettuce, 
celery, string beans and pota- 
toes.

RUSK, Tex., April 16 (AP)— 
Eighty criminally insane pa- 
tients, rioting at the Texas State 
Hospital here, bludgeoned and 
stabbed five hostages and re- 
leased them but held three other 
men. The three included Dr. 
Charles W. Castner, superin- 
tendent of the hospital, 

The tough, unpredictable pa- 
tients mounted guards on the 
top of the two-story hospital and 
Shouted demands to state and 
local police and national guard 
troops who surrounded the east 
Texas institution. 

They threatened to kill all 
hostages if any officers. walk in 
the main gate of the hospital. 
The area has been surrounded 
by officers. 

Cecil Parish, business manager 
of the hospital said: “We are 
pursuing a policy of watchful 
waiting. It’s all we can do— 
lives are at stake. You can’t 
reason with psychiatric patients 


as you would ordinary pris- 
oners.” 

Cause of the riot had not been 
determined.

Most government leaders favor 
a speedy conclusion of the inde- 
pendence treaty, on the basis of 
the terms agreed on in Moscow, 
despite some western suspicion 
of Kremlin motives.. 

Fear of a partition of Austria 
seems to dominate. Recent Rus- 
sian press attacks against the 
four-power Allied Couneil, ac- 
companied by the new aggres- 
sive stand of the Soviets in 
Berlin, are threats which have 
not been underestimated in the 
Austrian capital. 

It is the question of guaran- 
tees that may prove to be the 
stumbling block for four-power 
agreement.

RUSSIA ATTACKS

Threatens to Go to U.N. 
With Military Pacts— 
Colonial Enslavement

MOSCOW, April 16 (AP)— 
The Soviet Union warned today 
that it could not remain indif- 
ferent to western sponsored 
military alliances in the Near 


m:;} and Middle East. It threatened 
-¥.| to appeal to the United Nations 


of cration of such pacts con- 
tinued. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
read at a news conference 
charged the western powers 
were trying to turn the Middle 
East into a battlefield and re- 
duce the people of those coun- 
tries to “colonial enslavement.” 

Russia said Britain and 
France, “while trying to involve 
the countries of the Near and 
Middle East into these aggres- 
sive plots, gre trying to cover 
up by the false pretext that 
this corresponds to the needs of 
defense of the countries of this 
area.” 

The Soviet declaration re- 
ferred especially to the Turkish- 
Pakistan alliance of 1954 and 
the new pact which links Turkey 
and Iraq. 

Demanding that the United 
States and Britain stop their 
alleged “pressure,” it said Rus- 
sia’s stand is made to defend 
“the interests of peace” in the 
Near and Middle East. 

Russia stands. for independence 
and non-interference in the in- 
ternal affairs of Near and Mid- 
dle Eastern countries, the dec- 
laration said. 

(The areas called Near and 
Middle East are more or less 
loosely defined. Traditionally, 
in the. United States the Near 
East has beeri regarded as com- 
prising the Balkan states and 
southwestern Asia. The Middle 
East is defined as including 
countries of northeastern Africa 
and southwestern Asia.) 


EAST GERMAN REDS 
REJECT TALKS ON 
NEW TRUCK TAXES 


BERLIN, April 16 (AP)—East 
German Communists’ turned 
down today an Allied proposal 
that the high commissioners of 
Russia and the three western 
powers discuss new Red taxes 
0 supply trucks to West Ber- 
lin. 

The Communist party newspa- 
per Neues Detuschland said the 
matter could be handled only by 
the transport ministers of East 
and West Germany. 

The high commissioners of 
Britain, France and the United 
States sent notes yesterday to 
Soviet High Commissioner G. M. 
Pushkin proposing that they dis- 
cuss the troubled situation. 

The three western powers 
called the road taxes imposed 
on trucks passing through East 
Germany “exorbitant” and said 
they gave the appearance of set- 
ting up a new blockade. The 
East German Reds said the 
monew was needed to repair the 
roads. 

The notes pointed out the 
taxes were levied April 1 with- 
eut prior consultation with West 
German experts and were con- 
trary to Russian undertakings 
since they interfere with the 
normal functioning of road 
transport in the Soviet zone. 


STUDENT EDITORS 
‘DEPRIVED’ OF U.S. 
VISIT, RUSSIA SAYS 


MOSCOW, April 16 ‘(AP)— 
The Soviet government an- 
nounced today a group of Rus- 
sian student editors have been 
“deprived of the opportunity,, of 
visiting the United States be- 
cause they refused to be finger- 
printed and comply with other 
requirements of. American im- 
migration laws. 

Eleven Soviet editors who 
were to have reached New York 
next Tuesday for a 30-day tour 
of the United States remained 
here, although their passports 
and visas were ready at the 
American embassy. 

There seemed to be some con- 
fusion. Russia earlier sent a 
note to the United States re- 
questing the American embassy 
in Moscow to expedite the visas.

Listing by St. Louis county 
Jail authorities of a specific 
brand which can be bought only 
from certain jobbers in buying 
food for the jail will be investj- 
gated by the county grand jury 
at sessions next week, it was 
learned today. 

The budget request for food 
for jail, prisoners this year was 
$21,000. The jailer is Deputy 
Sheriff Richard James. 

The grand jury, which has 
launched a general investigation 
of the buying of supplies by the 
county purchasing department, 
will take up the jail food pur- 
chases at a night session next 
Tuesday, or a day meeting on 
Wednesday. Answers will be 
why the jail specifies food 
brands. 

James told the Post-Dispatch 
that experience had demon- 
strated it was “cheaper” to buy 
proven brands of food than 
some that cost less. He showed 
a reporter two brands of toma- 
toes. One, more expensive, was 
solid vegetable while the less

“I have no friends among the | 
grocery salesmen, and have no 
interest in who gets the orders,”

starving prisoners.” 

In one of the first phases of 
its inquiry, the grand jury has 
started looking into the price 
charged by a private contractor 
for supplying propane gas to 
the veterans’ housing project at 
Jefferson Barracks. 

Before its term expires next 
month, the grand jury plans to 
inquire into the purchases of oil 
and gasoline supplies for county 
offices, particularly the highway 
department. 

Previove Disclosure. 

The Post-Dispatch disclosed 
last October that the county was | 
paying 1 cent a gallon more for | 
gasoline for its highway depart- | 
ment than the City of St. Louis | 
paid for its gasoline. 

Persons who have testified 
before the grand jury in its cur- 
rent inquiry into supply pur- 
chases include Harry Konetzky, 
county purchasing agent; Clar- 
ence Hackman, county auditor, 
and Theodore Heerich, a supply 
clerk. 

These witnesses are in addi- 
tion to those called by the jury 
in its investigation into the 
price of propane gas for the 
Barracks veterans’ housing proj- 
ect and the amount of gas de- 
livered there. 

The grand jury, which met 
Thursday night in the propane- 
gas inquiry and plans to con- 
tinue the investigation next 
week, is particularly interested 
in a comparison of the price 
charged under the contract and 
current market charges, it was 
learned. 

The propane gas is provided 
for 800 of the 950 housing units 
at the Barracks by Mid-Conti- 
nent Propane Co., headed by 
Charles K. Walter, former Army 
major who was post engineer 
at the Barracks before leaving 
military service in 1946. 

The grand jury also intends 
to inquire into the garbage and 
rubbish collection contract at 
the Barracks housing project, 
held by Walter for the last eight 
years. Walter conducts his busi- 
ness from his home, 219 Park- 
land place, Glendale.

Commemoration Moves, 
Members of Congress and 
various state Legislatures have 
called for measures to commem- 
orate Dr. Salk and his discovery. 
Organizations and foreign coun- 
tries announced awards of med- 
als to the scientist. 


Senator ‘Charles FE. Potter 
(Rep.), Michigan, announced he 
would ask the Senate Monday to 
authorize a gold medal honoring 
Dr. Salk. A similar bill, which 
provides $2500 for the Treasury 
Department to prepare the med- 
al, already has been introduced 
in the House. 


In country after country plans 
were set to start producing the 
vaccine. 

In the nation, Polio Founda- 
tion said that initial shipments 
are only 90 per cent of the vac- 
cine needed for the first two 
shots. The 10 per cent leeway 
takes into account absentees 
from school and those children 
whose parents refuse the injec- 
tion. 

Dr. Van Riper said, however, 
that in any area ‘where the 90 
per cent supply falls short of 
protecting eligible children, ad- 
ditional supplies will be sent. 

Shipments on Way. 

Shipments from large, vac- 
cine-supplying firms, already 
were on their way to distribu- 
tion points. The Railway Ex- 
press 330,000-mile transportation 
network has been alerted for 
priority handling of the vac- 
cine. 

In San Diego, Calif., 30,000 
children will get the vaccine 
shots today, in probably the 
first mass inoculation in the 
nation since the effectiveness of 
the vaccine was announced 
Tuesday. 

Honolulu, one of the hardest 
hit polio areas last summer, has 
sent Dr. Salk a check for $1000 
—and two one-dollar bills. The 
$1000 was given by the Hawaiian 
Pineapple Co. in behalf of its 
employes, and the dollar bills 
were donated by “a mother and 
father” in an anonymous letter. 

Free Inoculations. 

The president of Arkatex 
Ceramics Corp., an industrial 
firm in Brazil, Ind., announced 
he would provide free vaccine 
inoculations to the 1000 children 
of his 750 employes.

Inoculations of 
children in the first four grades 
will begin in the last week of 
April or the first week in May,

He said the polio foundation 
would. supply enough vaccine to 
inoculate 725,000 children, which 
would include all first and sec- 
ond graders and children who 
participated in field trials of ‘the 
vaccine last summer.

MRS. WILLIAM VANAMAN 
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MAN KILLS SELF 
TWO CHILDREN 


William Vanaman; ‘and 
Wife Were Recon- 
ciled Here After 
Baby Was Taken, _

DETROIT, April 16—William 
Vanaman, who became recon- 
ciled with his wife in 1953 after 
their infant son was taken away 
from St. Louis by a baby sitter, 
killed himself and the child and 
an infant daughter yesterday on 
learning that his wife was suing 
for divorce, police said. ner 

Police said a relative told them 
he gave the children water con- 
taining. a poison and then drank 
some of the mixture himself. 
The children were William Jr:, 2 
years old, and Sharon, 1, Vah- 
aman was 24. 

Vanaman’s wife, 22, was away 
from home at the time. 

Mrs. Vanaman was working as 
a waitress in St. Louis and-her 
estranged husband was here 
when the child was taken by Mrs, 
Joanne Strickland and a compan- 
ion, Claude Jack Allen, May 17, 
1953. They,were arrested at 
Tampa, Fla., 10 days later. ‘The 
following November a jury ac- 
quitted them on_ kidnaping 
charges after Mrs. Vanaman tes- 
tified that she had entrusted the 
child to Mrs. Strickland for 
three to six months. 

Allen pleaded guilty of inter- 
state transportation of a stolen 
automobile in which the trip to 
Florida was made, and was 
given a three-year sentence.

$10,000 SALARY FOR HEAD 
OF COUNTY POLICE IS URGED 


A salary of $10,000 should be 
the “absolute minimum” for the

New long distance telephone 
service, which makes it possible 
for operators in St. Louis to dial 
33,000,000 telephones throughout 
the country, will go into opera- 
tion at 1:01 a.m. tomorrow, J. R.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I do not profess to explain the ex- 
traordinary experiences of your read- 
ers’who complain of the rudeness 
and “discourtesy of St. Louisans. I 
cnt $ay that after having lived in St. 

ouis 38 years and having visited 
most of the large cities in the United 
states and many in Europe I can of- 
fer exactly the reverse testimony. 
. Qne of the things that motivated 
»me.in moving from Chicago to St. 
Louis (aside from marrying a St. 
Louis girl) was the friendly, hospit- 
able. attitude of the people here, 
which impressed me from the day I 
set foot in this city, and which im- 
pression has remained with me since.

Sales clerks, our ill-manmnered pub- 
lic servants and our boorish segment 
of the general population which grew 
up. without knowledge apparently of 
such words as “pardon me,” ‘thank 
you,”.or “you're welcome.”

High Cost of Running 


Filled with recollections of campaigning 
against a better financed opposition, Oregon's 
Senator Richard L. Neuberger is warning of 
new difficulties in the high cost of reaching pub- 
lic office. His concern is with the relatively 
short presidential campaign implied by the late- 
ness of the Republican nominating convention 
in San Francisco. 


Short campaigns generally have been regarded 


as desirable. A few weeks of intensive effort 
ought to be enough to explore issues and to 
examine candidates. Senator Neuberger points 
out, however, that the picture has been changed 
by money and television. With far more funds 
for the buying of radio and TV time, he says, the 


one party might sweep to a 1956 victory over 


the other fn’a political Blitzkrieg. 

Candidates of both major parties ought to have 
roughly the same opportunities to reach the 
same voters. Here no precedent should be seen 
in the story of David and Goliath. 

This is one point on which European democra- 
cy is ahead of ours. The cost of filling an office 
is regarded as part of the cost of government. 
So with varying safeguards against abuse, the 
public treasury allots funds for candidates’ ex- 
penses. American customs are so different and 
American campaigns are so extensive that the 
adoption of this principle seems unlikely. 

Yet as Senator Neuberger now suggests and 
as others have suggested before him, it might 
find a limited application—and just in this new 
and costly field of radio and television cam- 
paigning. The air waves are public property.. 
Private interests are licensed to use them for 
the public good. So Congress could require all 
radio and TV stations to set aside time for cam- 
paign appeals in accordance with a fair formula. 

But if even this seems too radical, there is a 


principle which Congress has adopted and which | 


it is being asked to make more realistic. This is 
putting a ceiling on campaign expenditures and 
disclosing the sources of campaign funds. The 
present ceilings are unrealistically low, but it is 
the easiest thing in the world to top them—and 
without any legal liability. Under these circum- 
stances, money can become a major factor in de- 
ciding an election. 5; 

A safeguard, however, is readily available. It 
is the adoption of Senate Bill 636, introduced by 
Senator Hennings of Missouri. This offers a for- 
mula for reasonable ceilings. It recognizes pres- 
ent-day costs, yet would keep one party from 
having an insurmountable money advantage. 


. Further, it assures full publicity—twice before 


election day—for all contributions so that if 
money is to play a role it must do so openly. 
The Hennings plan would advise the voter of 
the sources of campaign money and enable him 
to form an opinion of its implications. 

Here is a proposal which is simple and fair, 
and which introduces no new principles into 
American campaign financing. Since Senator 
Neuberger is by no means the only man in 
Washington apprehensive on this score, will 
Congress take advantage of a non-election year 
to control what could become an open scandal 
and—what’s worse—a threat to true democracy?

Aluminum Walls in South St. Louis 

Construction is about to begin on the first 
metal-skinned building to be erected in St. Louis 
under provisions of last December’s amendment 
to the building code. A shoe company warehouse 
and office, the aluminum-paneled structure will 
be located at Gustiite“and Bingham avenues in 
South St. Louis. 

This type of construction generally is less 
costly than old-fashioned masonry work. And 
since it also is safe, strong and fire-resistant, 
business men have been anxious to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity for savings. Other 
major cities have been changing their building 
regulations in line with the challenge of modern 
materials and methods. St. Louis at last is be- 
coming competitive with them, and this may at- 
tract new industry and create many new jobs. 

One thing wrong with the amendment as it 
stands is that it limits use of metal panels to 
buildings with more than 100,000 square feet of 
floor space. This is a sorry discrimination against 
the small business man, and it should be elim- 
inated in the coming session of the Board of 


‘ Aldermen. 


The amendment also bars the use of panels 
in the construction of schools ‘and hospitals. 


Since both the city and the School Board are 


thinking in terms of bond issues for capital im- 
provements—perhaps including schools and hos- 
pitals—the aldermen also ought to eliminate 
that discrimination against the taxpayer. 

If panels are cheap and safe the taxpayer 
ought to enjoy whatever advantage lies in their 
use in public buildings. 
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If Assessments Rise... 

City Attorney John Torrey Berger of Kirkwood 
has expressed grave doubts as to the legality of 
a bill pending in the Missouri Legislature. It 
would require local taxing bodies to cut their tax 
rates whenever the State Tax Commission raised 
assessments by 10 per cent or more in any year 
as part of its state-wide equalization program. 


‘The Commission announced in February that it 


intends to increase St. Louis county assessments 
by some 60 per cent this June. 

Mr. Berger pointed out that in his community 
there are tax rates for a public library and for 
a police and firemen’s pension fund, and then 
came the clincher: “I don’t think,” he declared, 
“that the Legislature or anyone else can tell the 
City of Kirkwood to lower these rates which 
were established by the people.” 

That may be, or it may not be. But one thing 
is sure. If assessments go up rates had better 
come down—and pronto!—or there is likely to 
be a housecleaning in a certain City Hall. The 
Legislature may not be able to tell Kirkwood 
what to do, but the taxpayers of Kirkwood can 
do just that. ‘

Piece-W ork for Witnesses 

The practice of keeping professional witnesses 
on the Department of Justice payroll is going to 
be stopped, so the Department announces. What- 
ever else may be said of Harvey Matusow, it 
must be said that this is one for him. His recan- 
tation of paid testimony made many Americans 
aware for the first time that the Justice Depart- 
ment, under both Truman and Eisenhower Ad- 
ministrations, has been supporting some 87 for- 
mer Communists as regular “consultants.” 

Obviously, this meant that in order to go on 
drawing pay the professional witnesses had to 
go on testifying against persons accused of Com- 
munist connections. It put a premium on a con- 
tinued supply of “cases” rather than on true 
and accurate testimony. 

Paying the professional witnesseS on a pieee- 
work basis is itself no guarantee of integrity in 
the witness chair. But surely it will be healthier 
for witnesses to be paid “on call.” They may be 
induced, for one thing, to seek other means of 
employment. That would be healthy indeed, for 
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testimony. The Department of Justi 
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there is something ‘both socially and individually 
repugnant about persons who earn a living by 
sending others to jail or exile.

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Hope and Embarrassment 

eThe new Russian-Austrian agreement, directed 
toward a peace treaty for Austria, poses certain 
contradictions for United States diplomacy. 

Russia announced the negotiations with Aus- 
tria shortly after French ratification of plans for 
the rearmament of Western Germany. To the de- 
gree that Moscow responded to our policy of 
rearming Western Europe, it marked the success 
of that policy. Russia was placed on the diplo- 
matic defensive for a change. 

At the same time the Soviet counter-move 
could embarrass United States plans, as it is 
obviously intended to do. That is implicit in the 
nature of the agreement. 

After obstructing an Austrian peace treaty for 
years, Russia suddenly cleared the way for one 
by agreeirig to remove her troops this year. Aus- 
tria, in turn, agreed to prohibit any foreign 


-bases on her soil, and pledged not to join any 


military alliances. 

Since Austria is a tiny nation caught on the 
border of the cold war, it would be unrealistic 
to expect her to choose sides. Moreover, the 
United States repeatedly has urged the end of 
occupation: The removal of Russian troops would 
compel us to remove our forces. 

From the strictly military standpoint this is to 
Russia’s advantage. The Red Army controls the 
Hungarian plain with or without Eastern Aus- 


tria. But the Western powers hold the high 


ground in Western Austria; guarding passes to 
Southern Europe, and this would be given-up. 

Austria, however, is not the main considera- 
tion in the Russian gambit. Germabhy is. 

If Austria is set free, the example will stand 
clear for a divided Germany If Austria is un- 
occupied, Germans may naturally hope for an 
end to occupation. And if Austria is left virtual- 


ly unarmed, as a requirement for freedom, that . 


too will be considered by Germans who are still 
debating the prospect of armament. 

These, however, are risks which the United 
States must accept and deal with carefully. For 
having repeatedly sought an Austrian peace trea- 
ty, this country is obliged .to work for any rea- 
sonable plan to achieve one. 

The future position of Austria may compel 
another reassessment of. American policy in Eu- 
rope, but the State Department regards the 
prospect of a peace treaty as “encouraging.” A 
little more peace these days might go a long way. 
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Court Plan Saved But Still in Peril 


Genuine satisfaction with the working of Mis- 
souri’s non-partisan court plan was indicated in 
the Legislature when a 77-to-45 House vote killed 
the proposed constitutional amendment which 
would put the judges of the state’s higher courts 
back into politics. It could have been nothing 
but politics which urged Democratic Representa- 
tive Thomas A. Walsh of St. Louis to argue that 
the system is “a disgrace to the state of Mis- 
souri and the City of St. Louis.” 

What is disturbing is that this attempt to abol- 
ish the court plan had its impetus in Gov. Don- 
nelly’s persistent refusal to act in accordance 
with the plan. The proposal originated in the 
area in which the Governor has been refusing 
to fill three seats on the Circuit Court because 
he does not like the nominees submitted to him 
by the district judicial commission. Even though 
the State Supreme Court has supported the com- 
mission, Mr. Donnelly has gone on strike to get 
what are to him acceptable lists of nominees. 


As the high court implied, this attitude {fs 


quite beyond his authority. It is, in effect, an ° 


effort to make judicial appointments dependent 
on the Governor’s good will. Mr. Donnelly took 
an oath to support the State Constitution of 
which the court plan is a part. But he persists 
in his strike against that Constitution. 

One dangerous result of that strike has now 
been defeated. Will the Governor give ground 
for other such attempts? 
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Educational Note From Florida

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A Better Way to Co-operate 

The Public Administration Clearing: House in 
Chicago has passed on a bit of news that might 
bé of interest in St. Louis county’s 90-odd city 
halls. It reports that six Michigan municipalities 
which individually could not carry the cost of 
microfilming their records have joined hands ‘to 
do it co-operatively. Each of the towns has 


chipped in one-sixth of the cost of the equip- 


ment, and they are taking turns using it. 

In many St. Louis county communities there 
is an opportunity to go this scheme of neighbor- 
ly co-operation one better. Why not co-operate 
in all aspects of local government? If the an- 
swer is Yes, several consolidations clearly would 
be in order. One financially strong city can do 
a lot more for its peoplé than several weak ones. 
Since consolidation couid mean the same munici- 
pal services at lébs cost, or better services at th 
same cost, it ought to be worth a try. Which 
county towns will be first? ‘ :

Milk products with vegetable fat replacing it are revdlution- 
izing dairy industry; price should be based on other ingredients 
than fat, but cannot be as long as there is a surplus; mean- 
while, problem is to preserve dairying despite competition.

Preliminary Report by University of Missouri College of Agriculture, 
Department of Agricultural Economics, on “Filled Dairy 
Poadente in Missouri.” 


The dairy industry is being subjected 
to powerful economic forces which are 
bringing about changes in it. One of 
these forces is the competition of filled 
milk and filled milk products. 


Most dairy-product substitutes have 
their milk fat replaced’ with vegetable 
fats, which reduces the demand for 
butterfat and so tends to depress its 
price. This can have repercussions on 
the dairy industry, since the price of 
milk is largely based on its fat content. 


The manufacture of major dairy 
products with vegetable fat substituted 
for milk fat is considered a new de- 
velopment by many people, but filled 
cheese (then called oleo cheese) was 
made in New York as early as 1880. | 

One of the newest and most dramatic 
developments in this field is frozen 
dessert. The 1952 production in the 
four states where it was legal—Illinois, 
Missouri, Texas and Oklahoma—totaled 
11,000,000 gallons. These same states 
permit manufacture of evaporated milk 
with vegetable fat instead of milk fat. 

The production of frozen desserts 
using vegetable fats doubled between 
January and December 1952 in these 
four states. Production continued to 
increase during 1953 and frozen desserts 
were legalized in five additional states. 


Nearly all the vegetable oils aised in 


_these products is eithér soybean or 


cottonseed. A manufacturer can sepa- 
rate the butterfat from his milk, manu- 
facture it into butter and sell it to the 
Government for 57 cents a pound, and 
then replace this with vegetable fat at 
23 cents a pound. 


For many years the dairy industry 
has been geared to produce the amount 
of fat required, and the excess non-fat 
solids have been used for animal feed, 
either fed to chickens and hogs on the 
dairy farm or converted into dried skim 
milk or semi-solid buttermilk, and sold. 
The solids used for animal feed were 
regarded as a by-product and valued 
lower. 

An increasing part of the non-fat 
solids has been used for human food— 
in 1952 about three-fourths. However, 
as long as enough whole milk is mar- 
keted. to produce more non-fat solids 
than needed for human food, the price 
of these solids will tend to be based 
on their value as animal feed. This 
will cause milk to be based principally 
on the fat. 

It is unfortunate for the dairyman 
that this is true, since the fat is coming 
under stiff competition, and this com- 
petition has more than proportionate 
influence on prices. 

As long as milk production {is geared 
to produce butterfat, each pdund of 


vegetable fat used instead will destroy 
the market for about 25 pounds of milk. 
From the viewpoint of the producer 
this is bad, but from the viewpoint of 
our society it is good, since thereby we 
are enabled to secure the same amount 
of satisfaction with less expenditure of 
productive resources. 

Because of the high fixed costs in- 
volved in dairying, and the difficulty of 
rapidly adjusting production, curtail- 
ment of production to present needs is 
not a solution. 

This problem should not be allowed 
to harm the industry seriously, since 
dairying is an enterprise which can be 
but slowly rebuilt after a serious set- 
back. Any measures taken to lessen 
the impact should be carefully exam- 
ined, however, to ascertain that the 
remedy is not more harmful than the 
disease. Markets once lost may be 
difficult or even impossible to regain. 


As it becomes possible to utilize a 
progressively greater portion of non-fat 
solids for human consumption, a larger 
part of the dairy industry’s output will 
be utilized in higher-value outlets. This 
will allow the price of milk to be based 
more and more on the most nutrition- 
ally valuable parts of the milk, for 
which there is no presently known sub- 
stitute. This change in pricing prac- 
tices cannot feasibly be brought about 
as long as there is surplus production 
of non-fat solids. 

In the Boston market, the Federal 
Milk Order bases milk prices on whole- 
sale commodity prices, department store 
sales, feed prices, and labor costs. 


The vegetable fat problem is primart- 
ly one of competition rather than of 
nutrition. Most of the nutritional re- 
search has had to do with comparisons 
between butter and margarine, but 
these findings should be valid in re- 
lation to filled dairy products since the 
comparison here is also between vege- 
table fats and butterfat. 


In fact the erroneous belief that but- 
terfat is higher in caloric value than 
vegetable fat is encouraging increased 
consumption of frozen dessert in some 
instances. An ounce of one type of fat 
will put on just as much weight or 
provide just as much energy as. an 
ounce of the other. 

Carefully conducted experiments 
have failed to prove that butterfat is 
nutritionally superior to a carefully 
processed and vitamin-fortified vege- 
table fat. 

It would seem that the efforts of the 
dairy industry should be directed 
toward safeguarding the true product 
and improving it if possible, rather 
than spending time, money and energy 
attempting to prohibit the substitute.

Insight Into the Ordinary 
AN IMPOSSIBLE MARRIAGE by Pamela Hans. 
ford-Johnson. (Harcourt, Brace. 344 pgs., $3.75.) 
Harvey Curtis Webster in The Saturday 
Review. 


Pamela Hansford-Johnson, an intelll- 
gent woman and a competent novelist, 
is more concerned with.tbhe day-to-day 
truths all of us half understand than 
with the unusual insights great writers 
and great phoneys try to discover and 
develop. Her new novel, “An Impossi- 
ble Marriage,” has “the ring of truth, 
which is often a dull one,” yet Miss 
Johnson is a sufficiently skilled crafts- 
man to maintain interest in a marriage 
which _is_possible enough to resemble 
most marriages without resorting to 
sensational trickery. She treats the 
familiar with unfamiliar common sense: 
her commonplace story of a marriage 
that didn’t last avoids vapidity and te- 
dium because Miss Johnson knows peo- 
ple, Freud, and her own limitations., 

The main character, Christine, is a 
plain girl whose best friend, Iris, ex- 
cites the. “sacred 
fantasy” that she is 
at her graveside, 
“weeping bitterly 
because one so gen- 
tle and lovely 
should have died 
So young.” When 
Christine discovers 
that Ned Skelton 
not only attracts 
her physically but 
is more attracted to 
her than to the con- 
ventionally pretty 
Iris the chance to 
marry him seems 
incredible luck. As 
their long engage- 
ment moves slowly along she discovers

that Ned isn’t what she had imagined 


him to be and almost breaks it off. But 
when Iris, appearing like the god from 
the machine, shows that she would like 
still to have Ned, Christine decides to 
marry him no matter what and is com- 
mitted to what becomes an impossible 
marriage. 

What happens thereafter {s interest- 
ing, well told, and thoroughly lacking 
in frenzy. Christine, while she awaits 
the birth of her first child, thinks that 
her life and Ned’s is “a very ordinary 
life, perhaps no more unhappy, no more 
happy, than the lives of most married 
people. . . . Marriage was perhaps un- 
exciting in its essence.” Nevertheless, 
Christine can’t stick out her marriage. 
After the child’s birth Ned becomes as 
jealous of him as he had earlier been 
of his wife’s friends. A long series of 
infinitesimal catastrophes occur; the 
marriage wanes and dissolves. 

AS you can see, the plot carries the 


reward of recognition rather than of 


discovery and is not too different from 
that of the commonplace novels one 
reads in women’s magazines. But the 
reality of the characters — Christine, 


Iris, Dicky, Ned— and the overall sensi- ; 


ble view of life Miss Johnson expresses 
through them distinguish “An Impossi- 
ble Marriage” from the usual line of 
women’s novels.” Self-pity, Christine 
says, is “neither a virtue nor a vice, 
but . . . an inevitable emotion.” An- 
other time, after having been wrong 
again, she says, ‘““‘We cannot know peo- 
ple.” And at the end of the book 
Christine, who certainly expresses the 
author’s view. declares that to acknowl- 


edge guilt when no amends can be made. 


is self-indulgence,. not virtue. 

In other words, “An Impossible Mar- 
riage” is an unpretentious and intelli- 
gent. novel.

The Truman-Barkley ticket 
was kept off the Alabama ballot 
in 1948. This led to demands 
for pledges by 1952 national con- 
vention delegates to support the 
party nominees.

It would state “‘the assumption 
and understanding” that in 
choosing 1956 convention dele- 
gates, state organizations would 
undertake to “assure” the na- 
tional ticket a place on their 
ballots.

Although East’s heart bid di- 
rectly over the ‘takeout double 
showed little, strength, it ob- 
viously announced a fair heart 
suit; and so it was not very 
enterprising on West’s part to 
retire from the field and let 
South have a shot at the four- 
spade contract. 

By the same token, however, 
East’s bid implied an acute dis- 
taste for diamonds, and so West 
might have given the most 
earnest consideration to the 
opening lead of the ace and 
another diamond—there was an 
excellent chance that East had 
a singleton. 


Again, however, West missed 
out. Apparently reluctant to 
lead away from his honors in 
either red suit, he laid down 
the ace and seven of trumps. 

A run-of-the-mill declarer 
might still have met defeat with 
the hand, for all of West’s kind 
assistance, but this particular 
South was the grateful and 
careful type. He recognized the 
danger that East might get in 
with a club and return a diam- 
ond through the king, and to 
guard against this contingency 
South, after winning Trick 2 on 
the table, led the club nine with 
the fixed intention of passing 
the trick to West. The defender 
in the East seat spotted this in- 
tention easily enough, and so he 
put in the club 10 as a preven- 
tive measure—but in vain. South 

won with the club ace and, 

when West showed out, simply 
finessed to the queen of hearts. 

When that card held, South dis- 

carded a club on the heart ace, 

cashed the club king, and then 
led the club jack through East 
for the proved ruffing-finesse. 

Very obviously, East could do 

nothing to save himself.
